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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: A brief 
description of the drawing is not present. 37 CFR 1.74, MPEP 608.01(f) 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

(b)the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Worner (US 
5,364,441 ). Worner discloses a method including a process including the steps of 
mixing steelworks dusts and sewage to form a mixture to form a wet sludge and a step 
of drying the sludge (col. 8, lines 15 to 31) which anticipates the claimed method. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 

USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 
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4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 1 to 29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Calderon et ai (US 6,214,085) in view of Lehner et al (US 5,853,453) and Morris 
(US4,304,609). Calderon discloses a method for direct steelmaking including the step of 
pneumatically injecting a fluxed iron/carbon product with immediate foaming of the slag 
(col. 8, lines 28 to 33) the iron/carbon product having been made by mixing iron ore 
concentrate, coal and dolomitic limestone (col.7,line 37 to col. 8, line 2 ) a materials 
feeding system feeds materials into hopper 14 theses materials comprise iron ore such 
as iron ore concentrate and other iron bearing materials such as effluent dust and scale, 
these materials may also be dried prior to delivery to hopper 14 (col. 3, lines 44 to 59) 
which results in a steel processing material as in Claims 1 and 26, and a method as in 
Claims 8 and 22. With respect to Claims 4, 14 and 15 Calderon et al does not disclose 
the water content of the mix but Lehner et al discloses dehydrated granules formed from 
sludge may advantageously contain a residual moisture of a maximum of 5 wt. % free 
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water to be used in a converter so that it would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made to form a material with a low amount 
of water in order to provide sufficiently high strength particle for use in a converter. With 
respect to Claims 9 to 13 Morris discloses a rotating auger heated by an induction coil 
which may be used to pre-dry the Calderon et al materials. With respect to Claims 18 to 
20 Calderon et al discloses transporters 15 which are equivalent to the claimed 
containers. With respect to Claims 5, 6, 12,16, 17 and 25 Calderon et al discloses 
injecting pneumatically (col. 7, line 51 to col. 8, line 2). With respect to Claims 28 and 29
